There was a rush for the ropa to which tbe 
weight was alUchad, and a half duzm pairs 
of volunteer hands hauled Huuter four 
feet into the air, where tohocco smoke was 
floating in clouds, arid hold him till ho stran- 
gled. A very tall physcian felt of his pulse 
at the end of the ti"st mmiitc, and unbut- 
toned his coat and waislcjat to feel the heart- 
beats; there were sixty-four pulsations. The 
body was then lowered by tbe automatic gal- 
lows for the convenience of tbe second phy- 
sician, who was of diminutive stature. 
While he stood watting for the end of the 
second minute Hunter's limbs began twitch- 
in;. This was succeeded by five abrupt 
gasps and a violent heaving of the cbest. 
Bis head bad fallen over on the right shoul- 
der. Then the body began to swing. 
Doc- 


tors Andrews, Bell, Butcher, Smith and 
Lynde, In turn, Ml tlie pulse and heart, 
tbe Sheriffs accommodating friends lowering 
the body and raising it to suit tbo lieijjb1 


and convenience of the several plijsicuns. 


In thirteen minutes tlie man was pro- 


nounced strangled. His body was lowered 
after thirty minutes and laiil out on a table 
in tlie SheiifPs ofUce. An autopsy was made 
and during Ibe afternoon the body was deliv- 
ered at the residence of Joliu 0. Hunter, in 
Philadelphia. 


At the post-mortem, Fiufeasor Andrews'

ceased some hours before the execution as 
a result of extreme flight, and mat without 
restoratives be would have died of fright be- 
fore night.

'1 hey have not purchased thn com- 
plete works of aoy of the standard writers 
01 fiction, thinking il wise to wait until op- 
portunities ofler to make such purchases at 
auction orat second hand. As to the li«bt- 
er class of fiction, this Board does not think 
that il or any future Board can give entire 
satisfaction to those who exclusively or very 
largely desire such books, at least not uuti, 
tlie Library is in possession of an income 
vastly greater than it can now obtain. Tlie 
aveiagc " novel reader" is insatiable. He 
wants, not some, bin all the new novels 
and to give him adi quite satisfaction, these 
must be al hand as toon as they issue from 
the press, for thcae books are old in three 
months, antiquated in six, and nol lo be 


sent a vali:e of $414, over one third of this

Many Germans, when thinking, 


hare a habit of striking their fingers against 
their noses, and thus stimulating Iho nasal 
cutaneous branches; while In this country 
•orae people stimulate the branches distri- 
buted to the mucous membrane of the nose 
by taking snuff. The late Lord Derby, when 
translating "Homer,'1 was accustomed to 
eat brandled cherries. One man will eat 
figs while composing a leading article; an- 
other will suck chocolate creates others will 
»iDokeclureUc«,«ii<l others alp brandy and 
water. By these means they stimulate the 
lingual and huccal branches of the llfth nme 
and thus leflexly excite their kralns. Alco- 
hol appears to excite Ibe circulation through 
Ihe brain reflexly from the mouth, and lo 
stlr-.ui'ite the heart reflexly froui the stom- 
ach, even before it Is absorbed Into the 
Wood.
